I was early in the month of May,in the year 
1979,that the narrators,Philip M' Donald, of Edinburgh, 
lately reſident in Virgina, and Alexander M' eod of 
Scotch deſcent, burn in Williamſburgh, "Virginia; 
and educated, as well as that of the Contment 
could afford, left the place of our reſidence to jpin the 
American army as volunteers againſt the Indians — 
Our offer was graciouſſy accepted, and we ſoon had an 
opportunity, not only to ſhew our courage in combat- 
ing thoſe brutal enemies, the Indians, but almoſt fa- 
tally, to be made acquainted with their horrid cruel- 
ties. We were detached with a party, to make diſ- 
£oyeries, and reconnoitre the fituation of a number-of 
Indians ſuppoſed to be in the vieinity, After a tedious 
ſcout of three or fourdays, we were almoſt worn out with 
fatigue, and being deſtitute of neceſſaries, we determin- 
to return to the main bYdy, but we 


re ſoon convinced 
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thirſt for craelty and torture, Was not to de ſ

of the impradticability of our ſchemnt. It was juſt about 


eight oclock in the evening of the 17th of June, when, 
not being apprehenſive of danger, we were ſet down 
to ſupper on the quarter of a deer, which one of our 
company had killed about two hours befor; our arms 
and ammunition were about thirty yards diſtant; our 
little company as happy in their repaſt as good food 
and keen appetites could make them ; and the fear of 
an enemy entirely baniſhed from our minds, when we 
we ie fired on by a party of a 20 Indians, of the Chik- 
kemogga nation, and four out ef ten, of which number 
our company conſiſted, were killed inſtantly, and two 
others ſo badly wounded as to be unable to moye. It 


may be eaſier conceived than deſcribed, how aſtoniſh+_ 


ed we were at this ſalute, but no time for confideration, 
was given, for the ſavages, riſing from their ambuſh 


had-neaily ſurrounded us, at the diſtance of -abqut/thibr- 


ty yards. An opening towards the place where our 
arms were depoſited, was left which we eagerly took 
the advag; age of, and got ſafe to the ſpot : by this time 
We „ Arena buk determining to ſell our 


lives as dear as we could, we diſcharged all our pieces 
at the enemy.
